Council HQ 
move begins 


THE move into West 
Dorset District Council’s 
controversial new head¬ 
quarters in Dorchester has 
begun. 

It takes place with the 
authority’s former head¬ 
quarters, in High West 
Street, still without a buyer 
and the council now ac¬ 
cepting that it will have to 
take far less than the 
£3million it had hoped for 
when making its plans to 
move. 

The old building, Strat¬ 
ton House, will now have 
to be made safe from 
break-in and vandal at¬ 
tacks, with security staff 
monitoring it around the 
clock until a new buyer 
can be found. The car 
parks to the rear of the 
building will remain in use 
for staff moving to the new 
building.

View from Dorchester 
has been told that the best 
offer for the High West 
Street site and associated 
buildings in Glyde Path 
Road and Colliton Street 
was only around £1.1 mil¬ 
lion - something the dis¬ 
trict council has never 
confirmed, or denied. 

The authority has said in 
the past that the buildings 
were not fit for modern of¬ 
fices and were expensive 
to heat and maintain, cited 
as reasons for the need to 
move - but claims which 
have not helped the Bristol 
company marketing the 
building. 

District council leader 
Robert Gould said: “The 
move from the Stratton 


House complex will take 
place in phases. All staff 
who are relocating to 
South Walks House will be 
in place by Monday, Janu¬ 
ary 21st.” 

Opponents of the build¬ 
ing have fought a long 
campaign against the 
council’s decision to build 
the new HQ at a time of 
recession and local job 
losses. 

There has also been 
upset from traders over the 
reduction in town centre 
car parks while the work 
was underway - and un¬ 
certainty over the next 
stage of the Charles Street 
development, now scaled 
back from the original in¬ 
tentions. 


But despite the criticisms 
the new building will be 
cheaper for the council to 
run. The design meets an 
internationally-recognised 
“excellent” standard. Fea¬ 
tures include photovoltaic 
cells to generate solar elec¬ 
tricity, a high level of insu¬ 
lation and “mixed mode” 
ventilation, using the cool¬ 
ing effect of the natural air 
temperature. 

These will help cut en¬ 
ergy bills and reduce C02 
emissions by 327,000kg a 
year - the equivalent of 
planting 15,000 trees. 

It is claimed that moving 
to the new offices will help 
the district council achieve 
savings of between 
£150,000 and £200,000 a 
year. The figure originally 


had 


been 


claimed 
£224,000. 

The building will also 
provide full access for 
people with disabilities; a 
better reception and wait¬ 
ing areas; private inter¬ 
view rooms; an area where 
computers and online in¬ 
formation can be used, and 
for the first time meeting 
rooms large enough to ac¬ 
commodate spectators. 

One of the ironies of the 
protests was that the coun¬ 
cil chamber was not big 
enough to accommodate 
councillors, officers and 
spectators. 

A new library and adult 
education centre for the 
town and surrounding 
area, contained within the 
new building, will be open 
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posters

• WHEN and why did you decide to Rotary? 

I joined in 2001.1 wanted to get involved in something 
as I moved towards retirement, didn't quite know what, 
but I went along to a couple of Rotary meetings and 
liked what I saw. Here was a bunch of people enjoying 
themselves whilst also raising funds for a variety of 
local and international charities. It offered a great op¬ 
portunity to get involved and put something back into 
the community and help those whose life has not been 
as fortunate as my own, and have fun while I did it. 

• WHAT do you enjoy about being a Rotarian? 

It's fun! It's a mixture of fundraising projects, commu¬ 
nity service events and social activities which we or¬ 
ganise ourselves.

Two years ago we 
had over 1,000 people watching, and 70 swimmers, this 
year over 100 swimmers turned up on what was the 
wettest New Year's Day I can remember, and we raised 
over £1,700 for ShelterBox and the RNLI. 

It's not just the fundraising, though, it's also the fact 
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that we help bring in dozens of people to the town on 
New Year's Day to enjoy what is a fun packed event and 
supported by a number of local traders - the council, 
traders and Rotary joining together to make a super 
event. And I can honestly say it isn't as cold as you 
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might think, quite invigorating, in fact. 

# THE Rotary is also organising the annual Carols 
Around the Tree - what do you enjoy about this 
event? 

I probably have the worst singing voice in Lyme Regis, 
so it's the one time I can belt out and nobody knows!

A town is what it is, we were attracted to it because of 
what it is, why change it? 

# WHERE is your ideal holiday destination and 
why? 

Not sure I have one. I like to go somewhere different 
every year. As long as its not wet and cold, I'm not a 
lover of snow. 

# WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery? 

I'd make sure my children and grandchildren's financial 
future was secure then have a whale of a holiday with 
Jenny, during which it would be great to get all the 
family together.

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Council to sell buildings 
in bid to boost economy 


DORSET County Council is to sell off more buildings, 
many of them in the Dorchester area, to pay for projects 
in North Dorset and the Purbecks. 

Council owned sites at The Barracks, Bridport Road, 
and the former equipment store building in Darners Road, 
are among the Dorchester buildings which could be sold 
off. 

The county council says it wants to dispose of around 
a quarter of the buildings it owns to bank the capital and 
save on annual running costs. 

Money raised will help pay for new school buildings in 
the Purbecks where the school system is being changed. 
Over investments will be made in North Dorset and the 
council-owned Durlston Park in Swanage. 

The county council has confirmed its commitment to 
reducing its own property portfolio - helping to reduce 
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its running costs by around £1.5million. 

At the latest meeting of the council’s cabinet, members 
supported continued investment into a range of schemes 
totalling £83.9million in 2013/14 and a further £84mil- 
lion in 2014/15. 

The bulk of these will take place as part of the reorgan¬ 
isation of the Purbeck school system, including construc¬ 
tion of new buildings for Lulworth and Winfrith School, 
Wool St Mary’s School, Purbeck School and Sandford St 
Martin’s School. 

Other projects to benefit from the funding include new 


buildings for Pimperne Primary School, Sturminster 
Newton High School and Yewstock School; infrastruc¬ 
ture and improvement works at the North Dorset Busi¬ 
ness Park in Sturminster Newton and a new learning 
centre and artists’ studio at Durlston Country Park, Swan- 
age. 

Councillor Spencer Flower, county council cabinet 
member for corporate resources, said: “Like councils up 
and down the country, Dorset is under huge pressure to 
cut costs and find savings, to help with the Government’s 
programme for economic recovery. But it’s important 
that we continue to put money into key local projects. 

“Investment in education, tourism and businesses will 
help stimulate our economy, and put us in good shape for 
the future.” 


Protect you car this Christmas 

DORSET Police are encouraging people to ensure 
their vehicles do not become targets for thieves over 
the festive season. 

The force says that by following simple crime pre¬ 
vention advice the chances of having vehicles stolen 
or broken into can be greatly reduced. 

A 10 per cent increase in vehicle crime has taken 
place between January and October this year com¬ 
pared to the same period of 2011. 

Detective Inspector Richard Dixey, of the Dorset 
Police Priority Crime Team, said: "Presents and valu¬ 
ables should not be left in cars, either in view or hid¬ 
den away. Windows and doors should always be 
securely locked when vehicles are left. 

"It is important to be vigilant. Thieves may loiter in 
car parks to see if people drop shopping off in their 
cars before returning to continue their Christmas 
shopping. 

"Sat navs should not be left in cars and their hold¬ 
ers and cables should not be left on display either. 
It is also advisable to ensure that sat nav holder 
marks are not left on the windscreen. 

"If possible, drivers should park their cars in well- 
lit areas and always use their vehicle alarm if they 
have 

one."

CHANGES in leisure time for young 
people in Dorset over the last 40 to 60 
years will be recorded by volunteers 
after the county won a £30,000 grant 
for the project.

Fire numbers drop 

THE number of fires in Dorset has dropped by more 
than ten per cent - but Dorset Fire and Rescue Service 
says there is still work to do to make residents safer. 

The latest quarterly figures, for July to September 
2012, show Dorset Fire and Rescue Service attended 
more than 1,200 fires. For the same period this year 
only 1,020 fires were recorded. 

Twelve people were rescued from fires during the 
quarter - including crews from Dorchester and Wey¬ 
mouth rescuing a woman from a house fire in Manor 
Park, Dorchester on September 1st. That fire is be¬ 
lieved to have been caused by unattended cooking. 

Fire crews across the county have also rescued 17 
people from road traffic collisions over the same 
quarter (July-Sept 2012). 

The service says that malicious false alarm calls 
have also reduced. Between July and September 2011 
the service sent fire engines to 54 per cent of these 
malicious false alarms, but through an improved call 
challenge procedure, for the same period in 2012 the 
amount was reduced to 41 per cent.

Gingerbread 

Men 



1. Heat oven to 200C/180C fan/gas 6. Line 2 baking sheets with 
baking parchment. Melt butter, sugar and syrup in a pan. Mix 
flour, soda, spices and a pinch of salt in a bowl. Stir in the butter 
mix and chopped ginger to make a stiff dough. 

2. Wait until cool enough to handle, then roll out dough to 
about 5mm thick. Stamp out gingerbread men, re-rolling and 
pressing the trimmings back together and rolling again. Lift 
onto baking sheets. Bake for 12 mins until golden. Cool 10 mins 
on the sheets, then lift onto cooling racks. 

3. To decorate, mix icing sugar with a few drops of water until 
thick and smooth. Halve then slice cherries thinly to make 
smiles, and cut ginger into small squares. Spoon icing into a 
food bag, snip off the tiniest bit from one corner, then squeeze 
eyes and buttons, and a tiny smile onto 1 man at a time. Stick 
on a cherry smile and ginger buttons. Repeat; leave to set. Will 
keep up to 1 week in an airtight tin. 

Tip: Decorating You can also use raisins, sultanas or Smarties 
to decorate, if you prefer. 


Ingredients 

140g unsalted butter 
lOOg dark muscovado sugar 
3 tbsp golden syrup 
350g plain flour 

1 tsp bicarbonate of soda 

2 tsp ground ginger and 1 tsp

1. Pour the cream into a saucepan and bring just up to 
the boil.

Pour over the boiling cream, then stir 
until the chocolate and cream are well blended and 
smooth. Cool, then set aside in the fridge until the mix¬ 
ture is solid, about 2 hrs. 

2. Scoop out teaspoons of the mixture and roll into small 
walnut-size balls with your hands. Sprinkle the coconut 
onto a plate and roll the truffle in the coconut until 
evenly covered. Will keep in a cool place for 3 days or 
freeze for up to 1 month.

Grease and line a 23 x 32cm Swiss roll 
tin with baking parchment. Beat the eggs and sugartogether with an elec¬ 
tric whisk for about 8 mins until thick and creamy. 

2. Mix the flour, cocoa and baking powder together, then sift onto the egg 
mixture. Fold in very carefully, then pour into the tin. Now tip the tin from 
side to side to spread the mixture into the corners. Bake for 10 mins. 

3. Lay a sheet of baking parchment on the work surface. When the cake is 
ready, tip it onto the parchment, peel off the lining paper, then roll the cake 
up from its longest edge with the paper inside. Leave to cool. 

4. To make the icing, melt the butter and chocolate together in a bowl over 
a pan of hot water. Take from the heat and stir in the syrup and 5 tbsp cream. 
Beat in the icing sugar until smooth. Whisk the remaining cream until it 
holds its shape. Unravel the cake, spread the cream over the top, scatter over 
the crushed mints, if using, then carefully roll up again into a log. 

5. Cut a thick diagonal slice from one end of the log. Lift the log on to a plate, 
then arrange the slice on the side with the diagonal cut against the cake to 
make a branch. 

6. Spread the icing over the log and branch (don't cover the ends), then use 
a fork to mark the icing to give the effect of tree bark. Scatter with unsifted 
icing sugar to resemble snow, and decorate with holly. 

Tip: You can leave the mints out if you prefer a more traditional filling.

DORCHESTER Town's cup suc¬ 
cesses have caused a fixture 
backlog that could rebound 
on them as they look to get 
their Conference South 
League form back on track. 

Five FA Cup and three FA 
Trophy matches, culminating 
in games against Luton Town, 
have accounted for a third of 
the Magpies fixtures to date 
this season. 

They have also played Ham¬ 
worthy United in the Dorset 
Senior Cup and were 
thwarted in the attempts to 
play their quarter-final match 
against WimborneTown last 
Tuesday due to a frozen pitch.
